Household 


spreads its wings

A lthough the 

not for profit enter¬ 
prise Furnicare has 
been situated in Chard for 
12 years, providing cheap 
furniture for low income 
families, there are still a 
great many people who 
seem unaware of its serv¬ 
ice, according to project 
manager Peter Bagg. 

The Chard team cover all 
of South Somerset, as well 
as parts of East Devon 
and West Dorset and they 
are just spreading into 
Seaton Sidmouth and 
Honiton. With a large van 
and willing workers who 
will pick up they will take 
any household items in 
good condition, although 
they stress that sofas and 
armchairs cannot be ac¬ 
cepted unless they still 
have a fire retardency label 
intact. 

Furnicare was set up as a 
project by South Somerset 
Association for Voluntary 
and Community Action 
Limited. The project col¬ 
lects unwanted furniture 
and household items that 
are in good condition from 
anyone who wishes to do¬ 
nate them, and they are 
stored in a warehouse in 
Chard. 


People on low incomes, 
referred by other agencies, 
can purchase items for a 
very reasonable sum, basi¬ 
cally anything needed for 
the home, from sofas to 
washing machines and 
lamps to irons. The need is 
expected to increase in the 
present economic climate 
but the staff and volun¬ 
teers are concerned that 
not enough people with 


money are buying new at 
the moment and their do¬ 
nations are down. 

Mr Bagg loves his job 
and joined the scheme 
after taking early retire¬ 
ment from the Prudential. 
He said: “We work closely 
with the Somerset and 
Dorset Waste partnerships 
and have signs at the recy¬ 
cling centres. People will 
throw away perfectly 


good furniture which can 
benefit someone in real 
need. 

“On the buying side, we 
are open to people on ben¬ 
efits an income below 
£15,000. We used to do re¬ 
ferrals from different 
agencies like the Jobcen¬ 
tre but now many have 
gone so we will do our 
own referrals. People have 
to prove their income, we 
don’t keep their personal 
paperwork, they just have 


to show us something and 
we will keep that referral 
on record for 12 months. 

“We do deliver to their 
homes, although occa¬ 
sionally an awkward situ¬ 
ation arises where they 
expect us to take an old 
suite to the dump. That is 
not our job and if they call 
their district council they 
will come for things like 
that. 

“Anything you have for 
your home, hard and soft 
furnishings, as well as 
garden tools and electrical 
goods we will accept. We 
tend not to take too much 
in the way of small items 
such as crockery purely 
because of storage but we 
do keep some. If someone 
has just been housed and 
has nothing at all, we will 
give them a box of bits to 
get them set up. 

“Occasionally we will 
be given something a bit 
more valuable, like an¬ 
tique furniture which we 
take to Lawrences in 
Crewkerne. The money 
helps towards our ex¬ 
penses - there are eight 
employed staff and four 
volunteers at the moment 
- running two vans. We 
price things extremely 
reasonably and do not ne¬ 
gotiate, although some 
still try to haggle with us. 
We have to be fair to 
everyone and still cover 
our expenses which are 
going up with the fuel 
costs. 

“There is a lot of job sat¬ 
isfaction, helping people 
with a genuine need and 
helping the environment 
by recycling which saves 
everyone money in the 
long run. We are a friendly 
bunch who enjoy working 
together so coming to 
work is a real pleasure, 
even though the ware¬ 
house is freezing at this 
time of year!”

CHARITY worker AM Hart, from Crewkerne, is about to face her biggest fear as 
she and five other people abseil down the Avon Gorge on April Fool's Day. 

She is certainly feeling quite foolish as the day approaches - it was her idea - 
despite a fear of heights. 

AM who was brought up in Berkshire, moved to Somerset four years ago to be 
nearer her mother who used to run the post office at Stoke Sub Hamdon. Pre¬ 
viously self-employed in recruitment, AM decided she wanted to do some vol¬ 
untary work and found PROMISE, a mentoring and advocacy service for 
troubled young people. After training and becoming a volunteer mentor, AM 
became more and more involved and now works full time for the charity, using 
her previous work and life experiences to help others. 


• WHAT exactly is PROMISE? 

The main aim of PROMISE is to help 
young people who are finding life diffi¬ 
cult and confusing due to family prob¬ 
lems, loneliness, bullying, being in care 
or educational difficulties. It provides 
adult mentors for five to 25-year-olds 
who need someone to be there just for 
them, as a friend and advisor. 

• WHY did you choose this particular 
charity ? 

Because I was lucky, I had the benefits of 
a strong supportive upbringing and so 
many don't. What stuck with me about 
PROMISE was the length of time of in¬ 
volvement. A volunteer mentor has to 
commit to two years with one young 
person which is long enough for some 
stability. A lot of the work is with care 
leavers, those who have been in care 
then at 16 or 18 are left to fend for them¬ 
selves. Leaving home is hard enough for 
those of us who had a stable back¬ 
ground, for these youngsters is can be 
very scary. 

• DO you like living in this area? 

Crewkerne is a very special place, it's so 
brilliant that you can walk to the shops 
and there is everything you need. Of 
course the young people would say dif¬ 
ferently and, yes, there needs to be more 
money spent on youth provision, but 
wherever they live it's natural for them to 
want to move elsewhere. 

• WHAT do you like most about your 
job? 

I find it really frustrating that I worked in 
a job for 20 odd years before I found 
where I should be. I love watching the re¬ 
lationship between mentors and young 
people and the bond of trust that devel¬ 
ops. Quite often a child can be in trouble 
at home, at school or even in the courts 
and go on an activity day with their men¬ 
tor and be totally relaxed and happy. 

• WHY the abseil? 

We are supported during the school hol¬ 
idays by another charity called STAR 
(SomersetTrust for Arts and Recreation), 
which funds activity days the mentors 
can take the young people to. STAR sup¬ 
port other things like music and dance 
lessons that these kids would otherwise 
not have access to, so we wanted to help 
them. I wanted us to do something peo¬ 
ple might actually pay to see us do, so 
myself, one other member of staff and 
six volunteers are going 200 feet down. 
I am having dreams about it already and 
want a large G&T waiting for me at the 
bottom! 

• IS PROMISE a growing charity? 

Yes, we are currently supporting 150 vol¬ 
unteers and 500 mentors have been 


trained since it started in 1999 and 
nearly 600 young people have been 
matched with mentors. So many people 
have never heard of us and the time has 
come for us to start looking for corporate 
donations and giving talks to people 
who can help us. It is also a purely Som¬ 
erset based charity, so all funding or do¬ 
nations stay in the county. I made a film 
last Christmas with the young people ex¬ 
pressing what the scheme meant to 
them. It's very powerful, one young man 
said:"Before I had a mentor, I didn't exist." 

• CAN anyone volunteer to mentor? 
WE have all walks of life from aged 20 
upwards. Anyone who genuinely enjoys 
the company of young people and can 
give a minimum of two or three hours a 
week but they have to be able to commit 
to that two year period. Every mentoring 
relationship is different, some meet at 
weekends, some in the week and there 
is texting and phoning if needed. 

• WHO has been your own mentor in 
life? 

I would have to say my mother, she 
keeps me sane and has always been in¬ 
credibly supportive, even when I have 
done things that maybe she was not 
quite so behind. Moving to Somerset led 
to me getting married too, so now my 
husband has to put up with me as well. 

• ARE you much travelled? 

I have been to India, South Africa and the 
states but I am happiest camping with 
the dogs, I have three chocolate labs all 
rescues form puppy farms. It's so lovely 
in this part of the country, all right on the 
doorstep. I love Burton Bradstock, the 
waves are brilliant, and Charmouth but 
on a sunny Sunday afternoon you can't 
beat walking along by the River Parrett. 

• IF you won the lottery what would 
you do? 

Rescue lots more chocolate labs and def¬ 
initely stay involved with what I'm doing 
now. I think it's essential work, the earlier 
you can make a difference in someone's 
life ,the better you can make them feel 
about themselves.

Number of mortgage products continues to 
increase - Is now the time to fix your rate? 


S teve Sivelll from Mortgage Advice Bu¬ 
reau comments on the latest MPC de¬ 
cision. 

"The question being asked this month 
was would the Monetary Policy Committee 
(MPC) hold their nerve and retain rates for 
a 23rd consecutive month? Or would they 
cave in to pressure following the rise in 
consumer price inflation to 3.7% and start 
to raise the Bank Base Rate (BBR).The deci¬ 
sion was never really in doubt and the BBR 
has been retained once more at half of one 
percent. 

Recent figures showed that the UK econ¬ 
omy actually contracted slightly in the final 
three months of 2010. This demonstrates 
how fragile the recovery is and this will 
have been a factor in the MPC making no 
change to the bank base rate. 

Although inflation is significantly above 
the target level of 2% much of the rise can 
be attributed to rises in fuel and taxation 
and these elements will drop out of the cal¬ 
culation in twelve months or so. Therefore 
although in the short term inflation is likely 
to continue to get worse most commenta¬ 


tors still see high inflation as a short term 
issue. 

What has this meant for the price of mort¬ 
gage products for borrowers? Recent 
weeks have seen a lot of rate changes, 
some up and some down but overall the 
price of fixed rate mortgages has risen a lit¬ 
tle. 

Although the cost of both fixed and 
tracker rates have increased in February 
the rise in the interest rate of the average 
two year tracker was only 0.07% between 
December and February, whereas the rise 
in the rate of the average two and five year 
fixed deal was 0.12%. In spite of that mar¬ 
ket activity in January saw almost three 
quarters of all borrowers opt for fixed rate 
mortgages. Borrowers appear to be taking 
advantage of the relative safety that fixed 
rates offer. 

The proportion of borrowers who re¬ 
mortgaged continued to increase during 
January and the number of those who 
opted for fixed rate deals increased signifi¬ 
cantly from 51% to 69%. If the price of 
mortgage products continues to increase 


we would expect more potential borrow¬ 
ers to look at remortgage options as we 
move further into 2011. 

It is pleasing to see mortgage product 
numbers and therefore choice for borrow¬ 
ers continue to improve. The number of 
deals typically available through interme¬ 
diaries is now edging towards 6,000 prod¬ 
ucts, approximately 65% more than at the 
same time twelve months ago."

BY the time you read this, or at least so I hope, the last remnant of half cooked pancake mix should have 
been removed from the ceiling; or the kitchen tiles depending on one's particular incompetence. I myself 
do not have one, but I should imagine a dog would be a useful addition to the family home at this point 
in the religious calendar as I gather they are providers of a floor cleaning service. I am sure they could 
quickly lap up your shame along with the soggy mass of flour, egg and milk splattered on the kitchen 
floor - all because, shall we say, you might be a useless flipper. The other possible description I shall 
avoid.

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A TOUCH OF TUSCANY 



WHEN the television 
character Richard de 
Vere, played by the suave 
Peter Bowles, lorded 
over the Manor House 
and Audrey Fforbes- 
Hamilton (Penelope 
Keith), I imagined he was 
a regular visitor to the Tuscan hills. 

What a great pity then that the TV series, "To The 
Manor Born" is not still being made at the Manor 
House at Cricket St Thomas, near Chard. 

De Vere would only have to pop around the corner 
to sample the delights of rustic Tuscany cooking at 
Fenocchi's, the recently opened Italian restaurant at 
the Warner's up-market hotel. 

Fenocchi's is probably one of the best kept dining 
secrets in South Somerset but the management are 
keen to emphasise that non-residents are more than 
welcome to experience their traditional Italian fayre. 
deVere was undoubtedly a man of the world but he 
would not have been disappointed with the culinary 
delights at Fenocchi's. 

We made the error of arriving at the main door of 
the Manor House for our monthly eating out review 
for The Weekender and had to walk a good half mile 
down the hotel corridors and out into the courtyard 
to find Fenocchi's. The walk was more than worth it 
and at least we had a healthy appetite when we ar¬ 
rived. 

Had we had the sense to drive around the corner 
to the main hotel reception and leisure centre, we 
would certainly have arrived on time. 

But our welcome from the staff could not have 
been more friendly and acting venue manager Cal- 
lum Fell's attention throughout our meal, explaining 
to us that the Warner's group had also opened a 
Fenocchi's in Salisbury, made the experience even 
more enjoyable. 

Don't be put off by the "rustic" reference. There is 
no sawdust on the floor. The restaurant is modern 
and airy, comfortably warm with some eye-catching 
features. But you will eat off wooden planks and 
slates. 

Jackie started the evening with a refreshing glass 
of Tuscany Prosecco sparkling wine (£4.75) and for 
starters chose the Fungo al Gorgonzola (flat baked 
mushroom with gorgonzola cheese, smoked garlic 
and herb crust and a sweet tomato dressing at 
£5.50). 

Being born by the sea, I rarely miss the opportunity 
to order mackerel when it is on the menu so I went 


for the Sgombro 
Caponata (pan fried 
mackerel in garlic with a 
capanata salad and herb 
oil, £5.50). 

Neither one of us were 
disappointed and 
agreed that both 
choices were an ideal start to our meal. We also or¬ 
dered a selection of Italian rustic breads (£2.50) 
which we devoured before our starters arrived. 

Other starters included vegetable broth with 
herbs, potatoes and croutons (£4.50), chicken liver 
pate wrapped in pancetta with fig chutney and cros- 
tini (£5.95), stuffed Arborio meatballs with meat 
ragu, breaded and deep fried and served with a 
fresh Roma tomato dip (£5.50) and bruschetta char¬ 
grilled vegetables in an arrabiata sauce and taleggio 
cheese and salami (£5.50). 

Also available and catching our eye as we went 
into the restaurant were tempting platters of An¬ 
tipasta, the classic Italian pre-meal selections, - sea¬ 
sonal meat, fish or vegetable planks - for £7 as a 
starter of £12 as a main course. 

Jackie's got a bit of a thing about risotto at the 
present time and wanted to try this dish again after 
a recent disappointment in London. She chose Papa 
Fenocchi's Risotto ai Frutti de Mare - risotto offish 
and shellfish cooked in a fish sauce with mascar- 
pone, rocket parmesan and herb oil for just £12.50. 
No disappointment this time; who needs fancy Lon¬ 
don prices? 

There's nothing I enjoy more than a good stew, 
specially on a bitter cold March evening, so I imme¬ 
diately plumped for the classic Italian chicken casse¬ 
role - Polio al Cacciatore (very reasonable at £12) — 
cooked with Roma tomatoes, garlic and herbs and 
finished with cannellini beans and gnocchi. 

I am one of those sort of people who think a meal 
is not a meal without potatoes but this was the first 
time I had tried gnocchi and I must admit the potato 
dumplings were delightfully light and the whole 
dish was deliciously filling. 

In fact, I enjoyed it so much that I googled the in¬ 
gredients on Saturday and cooked it myself. It was 
OK but nowhere near as a tasty or satisfying as 
Fenocchi's. 

All the options on the Secondi section were rea¬ 
sonably priced between £9 and £14, excellent value, 
and included twice-braised lamb shoulder, breaded 
pork with peperonata, tender pieces of beef cooked 
with vegetables, risotto of butternut squash,

char-grilled fish of the day and aubergine lasagne. 

As to be expected in any Italian restaurant worth 
its salt, there's a range of pizzas available, freshly 
made to order, ranging in price from £7 to £8.50, a 
couple of vegetarian options and five pasta dishes 
around the £11.50 mark. 

As a real sweet-tooth, I detest getting past the 
main course and being so stuffed I can't manage a 
pudding. The advantage with Italian cooking is that 
their dishes are filling but you've still got room for 
that final tempting course. At Fenocchi's all sweets 
are homemade and priced at £5.50. When I saw the 
sweets arrive on an adjacent table I knew exactly 
what I was going for - Sopresa al Cioccolato - 
Ameretto, ricotta and valrona chocolate mousse 
with Pistachio (my favourite) ice-cream. As Michael 
Winner might say, it was "historic". 

Jackie ordered the baked cappuccino custard with 
amaretto biscuits (the Italian version of creme 
brulee) and was equally as euphoric over her choice. 

Also on the sweet menu were orange and lemon 
infused bread and butter pudding, the classic Italian 
trifle,Tiramisu, with mascarpone, coffee and Marsala 
and a selection of Italian ice-creams (gelato). An Ital¬ 
ian cheeseboard was also available. 

Callum Fell persuaded us to finish our meals with 
an ice-cold glass of Limoncelli liqueur; in fact, he in¬ 
sisted. We didn't argue. 

We didn't have any wine with our meal as one of 
us was driving but as you would imagine for an es¬ 
tablishment like Cricket, there was a more than ad¬ 


equate selection of Italian wines ranging from a Vita 
Sauvignon-Chardonnay del Veneto for £15.75 up to 
classic Chianti Piccini at. £23.75. 

Fenocchi's also have a separate lunch menu which 
can be served in the courtyard outside the restau¬ 
rant as the sunny days approach. Reasonably priced 
with starters from £4.95 and main dishes all under 
£6, you can chose from a mouth-watering list of Ital¬ 
ian favourites - calamari, buffalo mozzarella, herb 
roasted chicken, linguini, pasta and pizzas as well as 
a couple of sweets included vanilla panacotta with 
limencello flavoured strawberries. Now there's a 
must. 

With stirring Italian music in the background, you 
could shut your eyes in Fenocchi's and easily imag¬ 
ine you were in a hill-top ristorante in Tuscany. The 
promotional material on the restaurant refers to the 
Fenocchi family having embraced the cooking tra¬ 
ditions of their native Grondola, with every meal 
being a "labour of love". 

Those words may well have come from a clued-up 
copy writer in an advertising agency in London, or a 
PR, but having enjoyed 
three flavoursome 
dishes at Fennochi's lam 
prepared to believe the 
hype and would like to 
think that head chef 
Jason Elland goes about 
his daily task with the 
same dedication.
